DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1 has been under consideration. 

Priority 

2. It is noted that the application is a division of 10/272,382 filed on 
10/16/2002. 

Drawings

Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: the phrase " 
amino add dicarboxylic acid * is recited. The chemical name " acid " is 
improper in the claimed chemical name. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated clearly 
Cardinal (U.S. 2,849,468). 

Cardinal discloses the preparation of zinc salts of glutamic acid in the 
following example (see col. 4 ,lines 60-71): 



About 14.7 grams of glutamic add were added to about 
2 liters of water, and the resulting suspension was heated 
to dissolve the glutamic acid. About 20.4 grams of 
zinc chloride (0.15 mole) were added to the glutamic 
acid-containing solution, and sufficient sodium hydroxide 
was admixed with the resulting solution to produce a pH 
of about 7.3. The precipitated zinc salt was separated 
by filtration and was washed. About 97.0% of the 
glutamic acid was precipitated in the form of the zinc 
glutamate salt An analysis of the product was approxi- 
mately as follows: 

5.1% nitrogen (theory 5.4%) 
36.8% zinc (theory 37.8%)
